Without Payment in Cash, 


_London. — The wireless press Co- 
penhagen correspondent writes that 
great hopes have been entertained: in 
many quarters in Denmark since the 
armistice of a new period of enrich- 
ment through the resumption of trade 
with Germany, but that it is becom- 
ing evident that these hopes must be 
disappointing. 

It is now realized that owing to 
Germany’s critical financial position, 
it is highly unsafe to dispatch large 
quantities of merchandise to that 
country without payment in cash, and 
as this condition is rarely complied 
with very little business is being 
done. Meanwhile- great satisfaction 
is expressed in Danish newspapers 
with the reported intention to estab- 
lish a French Chamber of Commerce 
at Copenhagen. 


Montreal As A Port 


Handles Ocean Traffic Greater Than 
Any American City Except 
New York. 

Tt may surprise some readers to 
fearn that for the seven months or 
so during which it is open the port 
of Montreal handles ocean traffic 
greater than that of any American 
city except New York. Its tonmage 
is also steadily increasing and better 
methods of ice breaking have extend- 
cd its season.

Papal Peace Proposal 


Britain Issues White Paper Showing 
Germany Conceded Nothing. 


Condon, — A.“white paper’ issued 
by the government’ deals. with the 
papal peace proposal to the belliger- 
ents in August, 1917, The Pope, in 
his note, said that before everything, 
the fundamental point must be that 
the moral force of right should be 
substituted for the material force of 
force, and pointed out that this would 
entail a general agreement for the 
simultaneous and reciprocal reduction 
of armaments and the institution - of 
the principle of arbitration. 

The pontiff stipulated for complete 
evacuation: of Belgian and French 
territory. with the complete political; 
military,-and economic independence 
of Belgium, restitution of the German 
colonies and complete freedom of 
the seas. 

Foreign Minister Balfour, the white 
paper continues, in acknowledging 
the Pope’s note, intimated that until 
the central empires and their allies 
stated officially how far they were 
willing to go in the matter of repar- 
ation and restitution, and announce 
their war aims and offered effective 
guarantees against a repetition of 
the horrors of the war, the British 
government considered it most un- 
likely any progress toward peace 
could be made. The French govern- 
ment intimated that its views coin- 
cided with those expressed by Mr. 
Balfour. 

Dr. George Michaelis, then German 
chancellor, replying for Germany, 
subscribed to the idea of enforced 
arbitration, the limitation of arma- 
ments and freedom of the seas, but 
said no word on the subject of eva- 
culation of Belgium and France or 
Belgian independence. He merely ex- 
pressed readiness for peace on con- 
ditions compatible with justice and 
corresponding to the situation. 

This and the Austrian reply, which 
was similarly couched, were sent to 
Premier Lloyd George and formally 
acknowledged. There - the 
ended, the “white paper” says.

Curb Profiteering In Britain 


Empowering the Board of Trade 
To Fix Prices. 

London. — The house of commons, 
after heated debate, adopted an 
amendment to the profiteering bill, 
empowering the board of trade, after 
an investigation, to fix wholesale and 
retail prices. 132 to 
95, 

The amendment was denounced, 
among others, by Lord Robert: Cecil, 
former minister of war trade, who 
expressed amazement that the gov- 
ernment should accept an amend- 
ment destroying the whole basis -of 
the bill and revolutionizing the trade 
of the country. Sir Donald Maclean, 
a Liberal member, also denounced 
the amendment, characterizing it as 
“rank socialism of the most muddled 
kind.” 

In the course of the discussion on 
the bill, Sir Auckland Geddes, mini- 
ster for national service and recon- 
struction, indicated that the bill 
would empower the board of trade 
to fix prices in a case where the 
community was likely to be bled by 
any combination, national or inter- 
national, for the purpose of increas- 
ing prices. An amendment seeking 
to include. profiteering in rentals 
within ‘the scope of-the bill was re- 
jected.

Seizure of Securities Will Not: Alto- 
gether Ruin the Ex-Monarch., 

Geneva. — The scizure in England 
of securities belonging to former 
King Ferdinand of Bulgaria, valued 
at $2,000,000, will not altogether ruin 
the ex-monarch, according to reliable 
information obtained here.

Viscount Grey of Falloden (Sir 
Edward Grey) comes to the United 
States to represent the British gov- 
ernment after a brilliant career as 
head of the British foreign office. 
For eleven years, momentous in the! 
political affairs of Europe, he was 
secretary of oe Rat foreign affairs, ! 
from December 11, 1905, to Decem- 
ber 11, 1916, ee to several occa- 
sions arid that period, it was the 
initiative of Sir Edward’ Grey that, 
caused the gathering clouds of war 
to disappear. Jt was he who madc; 
the last effort to prevent the great 
European war when he urged the. 
ambassadors of the leading powers 
to mect and discuss the situation in 


an attempt to put off hostilities. His 
effort failed through the attitude of 
the German government and ne 
German emperor, 


Gladstone, under whom Sir Edward 
served in his younger days, described 
him thus: 

“T never knew in a man such apti- 
tude for political life and such dis- 
inclination for it.” 

Since his retirement from the for- 
eign office, Viscount Grey has been 
living in retirement in Northumber- 
land. The new ambassador's cyes 
began to trouble him in 1918 and at 
one time it was reported he was to- 
tally blind. This report was exagger- 
ated, but the viscount has difficulty 
in reading, although his eye trouble 
has improved somewhat.

Board To Deal With — 
High Cost Of Living

Ottawa. — The Canadian board of 
commerce has been officially consti- 
tuted, with Judge H. A. Robson, of 
Winnipeg, as chairman, and W. F 
O’Connor, K.C., former cost of liv- 
ing commissioner, as sccond mem- 
ber, and these two gentlemen have 
had a conference with the govern- 
ment and have already started work. 
Judge Robson has arrived in Ottawa 
and shortly afterward met members 
of the government. The third mem- 
ber of the board, it is expected, will 
be named within a couple of days. 

The board will act under the Com- 
bines and Fair Prices act and is given 
power to institute investigations on 
its own motion or at the request of 
ministers or other responsible per- 
sons bringing matters to the notice 
of the board. 

When scen by the Canadian Press, 
limited, Judge Robson was emphatic 
in his statement. that there would be 
no fuss and formalitics attached to 
the working of the board. “This is to 
be a people’s court,” he declared, 
“and to be so it must be easy to ap- 


proach, Any bona fide citizen who 
~ 


has a just cause for complaint will 
find us ready to give him a hearing 
and we will get down to work just as 


.{soon as possible.” 


The chairman of the new board 
stated, however, that the board would 
of necessity investigate the facts be- 
hind a complaint before holding sit- 
tings at any point. This was neces- 
sary, he stated, because the board has 
jurisdiction from coast to coast, and 
a complaint might take them from 
Halifax to Vancouver on a_ wild 
goose chase if it were only made be- 
cause of some man’s theory. 

“The two members of the new body 
had a long conference and will be 
together most of the time during the 
next few days drawing up simple 
rules of proacdure and getting to- 
gether the necessary small staff and 
office organization for their work.

The manner in eee R. A. Wright, 
managing director the Wright 
Farms at: Driskwaee Gia 
and one of the most successful far- 
mers in the province, began. farming 
in \axstern Canada is similar to that 
in which many other successful far- 
mers have begun and are beginning 
in this codntry. 

“A few years ago,” says a writer 
in an agricultural paper, “Mr. Wright 
6aw some real good’ nioney in sight 
in breaking up the virgin prairie 
south of Moose Jaw, just at the time 
when there was a big influx of Ameri- 
can settlers into that part of the 
country. He purchased a tractor, and 
started taking contracts from the new 
settlers, gelling enough of these con- 
tracts to keep his outfit working 
night and day. Then, he gradually 
began to purchase land for himself 
and got 
now he has something over 12 sec- 
tions, nearly all~ under cultivation, 
close to the town of Drinkwater, as 
well as some leased land on which 
he runs bunches of horses and cattle. 

“Of the 12 sections aforemention- 
ed, Mr, Wright farms three-and-a-

“Tt is as follows: Each farm of onc 
section is divided up into six plots. 
One plot is laid down to permanént 
pasture, preferably brome grass, and 
this is left for three years. The sec- 
ond plot is sown with winter. rye, 
giving a late fall and - carly .spring 
pasture, The third. is sown to oats 
and rape, on which cattle are put to 
eat up the oats, followed by hogs to 
clean off the rape, 

“The fourth is a pure-bred secd 
crop, and the fifth, a cultivated crop, 
preferably corn; while the sixth is 
left in fallow. This method fills out 
a six-year rotation’ and makes an 
ideal rotation for the mixed farming 
methods followed on the Wright 
farms™ In connection with these 
methods, Mr. Wright keeps a splen- 
did system of costs, and knows at 
any time just how much money it 
same with any other operation on the 
one of these plots.

; Vessel Will Make 
But One Voyage 


Use Of Alcohol 


Increases Liability to Disease, Adds 
to Its Severity and Retards 
~ Recovery, 


It is reported that a committce of 
the New Brunswick Medical Asso- 
ciation has brought in a report af- 

Bing that alcohol:is a “necessary 
drug and should be under no more 
restrictions than any other drug.” 
That is indefinite, as it does not say 
whether or not the association adopt- 
ed the report. It is also indefinite in 
not mentioning what drugs are meant 
when they say that “alcohol should 
not be under any more restrictions 
than any, other drug.” -*There are 
many drugs. ‘that éyen a physician 
cannot purchase ee filling out a 
blank order. 

Let me point out a_ few ‘of the 
authorities who do not agree with 
the views of that committee. I will 
place first the’ British War Office, 
which in ‘a hand book for the Royal 
Army Medical Corps gives experi- 
ments on animals to show that alco- 
hol lessens the power of the system 
to defend itself aguinst the germs of 
disease. (2) The report of the Brit- 
ish Commission says that alcohol in- 
creases liability to disease, adds to its 
severity and retards recovery.” (3) 
The American Medical Association 
says “the use of alcohol as a thera- 
peutic agent should be discouraged.” 
(4) Dr. Welsh. of Johns Hopkins 
University, in a meeting of the 
American Association of Physicians 
in Washington, said: “Alcohol in any 
form or in-any dose lessens a _ pa- 
tient’s’ chance of recovery.”. And 
th&y was not a_ single dissenting 
voice. (5) Alcoholic liquors of all 
kinds have been removed from the 
United States Pharmacopeia, the list 
of official medicines in the United 
States. (6) Sir Frederick Treves 
says that the sale of alcohol should 
be placed under the same restrictions 
as morphine, cocaine or strychnine,

Naval Future Of Australia 


Enters Upon a New Phase of Intense 
Importance. 

Melbourne, Victoria. — With the 
arrival of Lord Jellicoe and the re- 
turn home of the battfe-cruiser Aus- 
tralia, and other units of the Com- 
monwealth navy, Australia enters 
upon a new naval Phase of intense 
importance. 

It is impossible to forecast accur- 
ately what Lord Jellicoe will advise, 
but it may be conjectured that Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand will unite in 
nayal action, possibly with Canadian 
co-operation in the Pacific. There is 
a feeling in some quarters in Austra- 
lia that the Peace Conference, with 
the bitter dispute between Japan and 
Australia in regard to’ the racial 
amendment, has made the question 
gf naval defence more vital than be- 
fore. Most probably an Australian 
naval program will include cight or 
ten powerful battle-cruisers with a 
number of submarines and torpedo 
craft, as well as fast light cruisers. 
This, however, is guesswork, 

Recent speeches made at a dinner 
given by the Victorian branch of the 
Navy League show the importance 
which Australia attaches to the main- 
tenance of its own ficet.

An official of the National Union 
of Manufacturers stated in an inter- 
view: “The decision raises a very 
important question which that body 
has already gone into without finding 
a satisfactory answer. That question | 
is, how is Germany going to pay?) 
She can only pay in gold, in securities 
or manufactured goods. He said the 
first two are limited and heavily! 
mortgaged and the only real curren- 
cy for imports we cannot accept. 
The decision has evidently been, 
conic to in view of some of our allics’ 
determination to trade with Germany 
irrespective of our own wishes and! 
inclinations. - 

“Another point is whether in our 
efforts to get the trade of Central 
Europe we are not to give priority 
to the requirements of some of our 
Allies who are greatly in need of 
manufactured articles.

Prisoners Earning 
Four Cents An Hour 


Germans Are Described As Good 
Workers Along Agricultural ° 
Lines. 

British plans for repatriation of 
German prisoners of war are com- 
plete, according to a special despatch 
from London, These plans, of course, 
are subject to ‘arrangements to be 
made by the joint’ prisoners’ com- 

mission to meet in Paris. 

Up to July 23, prisoners held in 
Great Britain numbered 84,604. This 
number included 170 army airmen, 
2,908 sailors, 14 naval airmen and 
4,206 civilian aliens. The majority 
of the sick and badly wounded and 
those suffering from — shcll-shock 
have already been sent home. 

Several boatloads containing the 
last of the cases have recently been 
cleared. Among those on board 
were Capt. Karl von Mucller, com- 
mander of the cruiser Emden; Adimi- 
ral von Reuter, who was held pris- 
oncr to answer for the sinking of the 
German flect at Scapa Flow, and a 
son of Admiral von ‘Tirpitz. 

The prisoners are — scattered 
throughout the country with the ex- 
ception of Ireland. They are kept in 
internment and work camps. Twenty- 
six thousand of them arc now engag- 
ed in agricultural pursuits, and: 7,000 
are employed by the military author- 
‘ities, filling trenches mainly on. the 
cast coast, : 

They are paid up to two-pence an 
hour, the same as British soldiers, 
The authoritics are experiencing no 
trouble with the Germans, and they 
are described as good workers, espec~ 


tially along agricultural lines. A few 


escapes have been reported, but prob- 
ably only half a dozen succeeded in 
getting out of the country. 

There are no members of Zeppelin 
crews among the hostages, as they 
were all repatriated through exchan- 
ges during the war. 


French Restoring Railways 
About 10 Per Cent. Still Remain To 
Be Rebuilt. 

Paris. — The minister of public 
works has sent a report to the pre- 


sident of the republic on the work of 


reconstruction now being carried ‘on 
and the 
progress made. The report deals 
chiefly with railroads, highways, and 
other means of communication in the 
northern and eastern departments. 
In this document it is shown that 
only twenty-two kilometres of per- 
manent way still require to be put 
into shape out of a total of 1,500 
kilométres, or more than 1,000 miles, 
completely useless for trafic at the 
time of the armistice. On the eastern 
railway system about 10 per cent. of 
the railway lines destroyed still re- 
main to be rebuilt. The repair and 
even remaking, of the highways and 
local roads has needed more than 


500,000 tons of material. Seven thou- | 


sand kilometres of roads are com- 
pletely restored. There still remain 
33,000 kilometres of roads to repair. 

The inland waterways for naviga- 
tion employ 20,000 workmen, and 350 
kilometres of canals have been re- 
stored to water traffic. There is twice 
that amount to do still. Communi- 
cation by water is now open between 
Lille, Bethune, Calais, Dunkirk, Pa- 
ris, atid the Canal of Sambre and 
Meuse, Paris and St. Quentin, Paris 
and Reims, and so on. In September 
barges will be able to sail between 
Paris and Belgium. 


Crew of Bremen Return. 
Berlin. — The Vossische Zeitung 
says that the entire crew of the Ger- 
man submarine Bremen, which. dis- 
appeared three years ago, has arrived 
at Bremen. Great Britain kept the 
men prisoners and. completely shut 
them off from the world in order: to

Great Interest Taken in the Case--- 


and the Tangle-Leg on exhibit 


A case of some local interest, par- 


ticularly to langle-leg artists, was 
heard before Justices Hewitt and 


Yake, on Monday evening. One Fred 
Belmont, living a few mites from Chi- 
100k, Who had been arrested on a 
double charge under the Alberta Li- 
quor Act and the Dominion Iexcise 
Act, for having distilieg and being in 
possession of several gallons of spir- 
ituous liquor. 

He was charge first, under the Al- 
berta Liquor Act, for having in — his 


possession more than the regulated’ 
quantily and above the prescribed 


strength of spirituous liquor. After 
hearing the evidence of the prosecu- 
tion and arguments of counsel. for the 
defence, the court found the accused 
guilty and fined him the minimum fine 
of $15 and $7.50 costs. The court 
threw out the hint that it had been 
wleged that others were engaged in 
making “home-made” spirituous liquor 
and gave a needy caution that they 
were breaking the law, and that it was 
hoped that the results of the present 


case would have some effect in stop- 


ping the practice. 

The second charge against the ac- 
cused was immediately proceeded with 
under the Dominion Wxcise Act, for 
having in his possession apparatus for 
ihe manufacture of spirituous liquor 
and also a large quantity of said li- 
quor found upon his premises. By his 
own admission to P.C. Bush and De- 
lective Schoeppe, who made the ar- 
rest, the accused told how he had 
manutactured the stuff of which, since 
the winter, he had made some 70 gal- 
lons/ but said it had been for his own
